This question h i* to be answ ered by the 
Constitution of th i U nited States, because 
th at instrum ent, fram ed by deputies of tHe 
people of th e States and ratified and put 
into effect by th e States them selves in th eir 
respective corporate capacities, delegates to 
Congress nil th e powers th at body can e x ­ 
ercise. 
These delegations are eith er e x ­ 
press or such im plications as are esaentinl 
"to th e . execution of expressly delegated 
powers. 
T here are b u t three provisions,in' the 
Constitution of th e U nitea States th at can 
be appealed to in support of this legislation. 
In our ordinary editions thev stand ptim - 
bered as clauses 13, IS and 17 of the V III 
section of A ct 4»°f th e C onstitution.

"13. Congrcss ehall have power to raise 
and support arm ies, but no appropriations 
of m oney to th a t use shall be for a longer 
term than two year».

“ To raise arm ies ” —these are large words, 
w hat do tb ey m ean ? 
T here could be no 
Iim itaS )n upon th e num ber or size of thn 
orm ieH o bs raised,,for afl posaibje contin­ 
gencies could not be foreseen, but our ques­ 
tion has not reference to nuqiber* or size 
bu t to th e mode of raising arm ies. 
The 
fram ers of the Constitution, and the. States 
who adopted it, derived th eir ideas of gov­ 
ernm ent principally from th e exam ple of 
Great B ritain—certainly not frAm any of 
th e m ore im perial 'an d despotio govern­ 
m ents of th a earth. 
W hat they m eant to 
m ake was a m ore free C onstitution' than 
th a t of G reat Britain—taking th a t as a 
model of sem e things—hut enlarging the 
basis of popular rights in all respects that 
would be consistent with order and stabili­ 
ty. 
T hey knew th a t the B ritish arm y had 
generally been recruited by voluntary en ­ 
listm ents, stim ulated by wager and boun­ 
ties, and that-the few instances of im press­ 
m ent and forced ««inscriptions o f land 
forces, had m et w(th the disfavor of the 
English nation and h ad led to preventive 
statues. 
lit 1704 and again in 1707 con­ 
scription bills were attem pted in P arlia­ 
m ent but laid aside aS unconstitutional.— 
During th e Am erican revolution a M atute, 
19 Geo. I l l C. 10, perm itting the im press­ 
m ent of "id le and disorderly persons nqt- 
following any lawful (rada, or nqving som e 


/substance sufficient-for their sub«istanoe,” 
and this was a* hvr a* English legislation 
hail gone when our Federal C onstitution 
was planned. 
Assuredly the fram ers of our 
C oti'titution did not inland to subject tlie 
people of the States to a system of conscrip­ 
tion, which was ap p liej in the m other 
endntry only to paupers and vagabonds.— 
Onf th o ’corrtrarv Í infer, th at tlie power 
conferred, on Congress wqs th e power to 
rai<e arm ies by th e ordinary English mode 
of voluntary enlistm ents. 
Tlie people were justly jealous of stand­ 
ing arm ies. 
Ilen ce they took away most 
of. tlie war power from - tho Executive, 
where, u n d er m onarchical forms it general- 
'y resides, and vested it in th e legislative 
ifepartm ent, in one branch- of which the 
States have equal representation, and in 
the other branch of which tho people of 
the .States are directly represented accor­ 
ding to th eir num bers. 
To these repre­ 
sentatives of the Stales and the people, this 
power of originating war was com m itted, 
hut even in their hands it was restrained 
by th e lim itation of biennial appropriations 
for the support of the artuies they m ight 
raise.. Uf course, nc arm y could Jie laised 
or supperted which did n et com m and pop­ 
ular approbation, and it was rightly consid­ 
ered th a t voluntary enlistm ents would 
never be w anting to recruit the ranks of 
such an arm y. 
The, war power, existing 
only for the protection of the people, and 
left as far as it was passible -to leave it fin 
th eir own hands, wns incapable of being 
used w ithout th eir consent, and, therefore, 
could never languish Tor elem ents. 
They 
would be ready enough to rocruit the ranks 
of any arm y they deem ed necessary to 
their safety. 
Thus th e theory-of the con­ 
stitution placed this great power, like all 
other governm ental powers, directly upon 
the consent of th e governed. 
T he theory itself was founded on free 
am i fair ¿lections—which are* the funda­ 
m ental postulate o f tho constitution., If 
th e patronage and power of the governm ent 
shall ever be em ployed to control popular 
elections, the nom inal representatives of 
the people m ay cease to be their real repre­ 
sentatives, and.thcn the arm ies which may 
be raised m ay not so com m and public con-, 
fidence as to attract tb e necessary recruits, 
and then conscript laws and other extra 
constitutional expedients 
m ay 
becom e 
-necessary, to fill th e ranks. 
But govern­ 
m ental interference w ith popular elections 
will be subversion of the constitution, and 
no constitutional argum ent can assum e 
such a possibility. 
Supposing then th a t th e people nre al­ 
ways to be fairly represented in the halls 
of CongTessyjI m aintain th a t it is^rievous 
injustice to them to legislate on th e as 
sum ption th a t Any waif honestly waged for 
tfonstitutional objects will not always have 
such sym pathy snd; 
support from 
the 
.people as will secure all th e necessary 
enlistm ents. 
Equally u n ju st to tlieir in-' 
telligence is it to suppose th a t they m eant 
to confer on th eir servants th e power to 
im press theni in to awar w hich they)could not 
approve.

W hen to these considerations we add the 
ability of á great country, like ours, to 
stim ulate and reward enlistm ents, both at 
Jiom e and abroad, by bounties, pensions, 
a m i horpesteads, a* well a* by political 
patronage in counties* form s, we see how 
little necessity or warrfint there is for im ­ 
plying a grant of tlie im perial power of 
conscription. 
Thpre is nothing in th e history df the 
constitution nor in those excellent contem ­ 
poraneous papers, called th e Federalist; to 
justify th e opinion th a t this vast power 
lies w rapped up in a few plain words of the 
13th clause, w hilst the subsequent Clauses, 
concerning th e m ilitia, ab so lu te^ forbid 
jt.
